Progressive policy. Whon Mr. 
John Duncan was appointed 
Port Engineer not long ago, it 
was obvious that tho authoritics 
had decided that the time bad 
come for the wholo mattor of 
harbour improvements and dove- 
lopmonts to bo tacklod dofinitely. 
Mr. Duncan had already been 
actively associated with the 
North Point schome and othor 
Bimilar.projects, ho has evidently 
made & special study of the 
subject which his appointmont 
involvod, and his report,.a sum- 
mary of which was published by 
us yostorday, is o vory com- 
prohonsivo ono, -and gives the 
Govornment ita moatorial to 
choose a definite lino of action 
from. Cortainly, tho mattor of 
our port oxpansion cannot bo 
vory long dolayod. But it is not 
the intontion of this referenco to 
discuss the merits or othorwiso 
of various schomos, Rathor 
would we draw particular atton- 
tion to Mr. Duncan's concluding 
romarks, on the general policy of 
harbour devolopmonts. 


As tho Port Enginoor vory 
truly obsorvos, tho oxpansion of 
the port of Hongkong has so far 
boon loft ontiroly, to private 
ontorprise, and adoquato accom- 
modation has not beon mado for 
shipping. Wo can all obsorvo 
how somo intorestas have gono 
ahoad and mado. provision for 
thoir own immadiato nocds, whilo 
othors are fonding for thomeclves 
as best they oan, unable or un- 
willing to undortake tho -troublo, 
time and oxponse which tho build- 
ing of wharves and quays would 
involve, Such a stato of affairs 
should uot bo pormitted to 
continue indefinitely. Tho Port

tho provision of the most 
sconomic, handling and atorago 
facilities possible, the prosont 
dovolopmonts, togethor with the 
advantages of tho soourity por- 
taining to British administration,

It is not to be 
expocted that all smallor con- 
corns horo will bo ablo to undor- 
tako the works which aro undor 
project for some of tho” moro 
wealthy businoxsos ostablishod 
in this Colony. On tho other 
hand, tho Govornmont cannot 
immodiately find the, fuil staff 
and other requirements which 
vast schomos would involyo, nor 
would it be oconomic to bocome 
committed to a huge expenditure 
for the benofit of potential ship- 
ping concerns and the somowhat 
romoto bonofit of tho Colony 
itself. However, if .Monotary 
assistance, be arranged for, and 
co-operative working plans bo 
evolved, there should bo a ready 
response from the various 
interests in tho port, and tho pro- 
gressive developmont 
harbour facilitios would bo 
assured. If big capitalisation 
funds be roquired, wo know that 
the Governmont would havo 
little difficulty in’ finding the 
monoy. Thoro is 
opportunity to float local loans, 
which would bo assured of suc- 
coss right away.’ But in. big pro- 
jects of this naturo it is tho 
authorities who should givo tho 
load, and the carly commonco- 
mont of harbour improvements 
is distinctly nocossary.
